J CHARGE Fl^ED 

JFK Probe^ecord Hinted 
Cause of DA Action 

Private investigator William 
Gurvich posted a $750 bond 
Thursday afternoon after Dist. 
Atty. Jim Garrison charged him 
with theft ot property from his 
office. 

Garrison's signature was on 
the bill of information filed in 
the office of the clerk of crimi- 
nal district court. 

, It charged that Gurvich “com- 
.* milted a theft of property of the 
i value of nineteen ($19) dollars 
in United States currency be- 
i longing to the Orleans Parish 
district attorney's office.” 

The “property” is believed 
to be a copy of a master tile 
in Garrison's investigation of 
the assassination of President 
Kennedy. 

The theft was alleged to have 
occurred on or about June 28 of 
. last year, about the time that 
Gurvich resigned his position as 
* chief aide to Garrison. 

The two broke over a dis- 
! agreement over Garrison’s 
handling of the investigation of 
. the assassination and the prose- 
cution of Clay L. Shaw. 

Gurvich said at the time 
Garrison should reassess the 
qase. He later said that Gar- 
rison had no case against 
Shaw. ^ 

Garrison has since said that 
Gurvich had a copy of the 
master file. 

Judge Rudolph F. Becker Jr. 
set the $750 bond. 

The bill of information did not 
specify what was alleged to have . 
been stolen, but assistant Dist. 1 
Atty. James L. Alcock said it J 
may be the master file. 
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
